London, Aug. &8th—In the House 
of Commons to-day Premier Balfoar, 
replying to a question on the sub- 
ject, said the Gritish Government‘ad- 
hered to its contention for the sink- 
ing of the British steamer Knight 
Commander by the Viadivostos! 
squadron. 

The Premier made a genera! state 
ment of the Government’s views o 
the Malacea and Knight Commande: 
incidents. He pointed out that th: 
Government's objection to the seizurt 
of the Malacca was based entirely or 
the British contention that ships is 
suing frcm the Black Sea under th: 
commercial flag of Russia were in 
eompetent to transfer themselves in- 
to cruisers. 

“We remonstrated, therefore, Very 
strongly with the Russian Govern. 
ment, and they showed a desire tc 
meet us,” continued Mr. Balfour, “bui 
am important thing to remember is 
that it is entirely a new issue. Ii 
ig the first time sueh an incident has 
ocurred since the Treaty of Paris oz 
the Treaty of London, on which our 
objection is based, have come into ex- 
istonce.

The following dead have been iden- 
tified: Dr. W. H. Mock, Miss Ella 
Wood, W. H. Lammon, Mrs. W. H. 
Lammon, Mrs. Minnie Selby, a music 
teacher, and Lowell Durman, a clerk. 

Dry Creek, which is one mile north 
of den, is 50 feet wide, 15 feet deep 
and has stcep banks. The water was 
flowing over the trestle as the train 
started across. The engine got al-| 
most over but slipped back, and the 
bazgage car, smoker and chair cars 
plunged into the torrent. The en- 
gine fell on its right side. The chair 
car was carried half a mile down 
Fountain creek, and the baggage and 
smoker were washed down stream 
and have not been found. The diner 

jand sleeper did nct go down. Dry 
{creek empties into the Fountain less 
than half a mile below the wreck, 
and it was dry two bours after the 
accident. The bodies of two women 
and a girl, probably 15 years old, 
which were the first to be recovered, 
were found half a mi*e below the 
wreck. They were among the occu- 
pants of the chair car. The bodies 
were covered with mud and have not 
been identified. 

Chief of Police Shopp, of Pueblo, 
and 25 police are on the ground with 
200 people assisting in the search for 
bodies. Undertaker Collier is at the 
scene and the bodies are being plas- 
ed in boxes and brought to this city. 
The body of the engineer was found 
299 feet down the strcam. The chair 
car was found a mile from the scene 
of the accident, half filled with sand, 
under which a number of bodies were 
buried. The express car was found 
near the scene of the wreck with the 
safe open and the contents gone. 

Pueblo, Col., Aug. 8th.—The Jatest 
estimates of the loss of life by the 
wrexking of the Denver and Rio 
Graade train No. 11 (the Missouri Pa- 
cific flyer) south and east bound, at 
Dry Creek last night, put the total 
at ene hundred or more. It is be- 
lieved there were fully 125 pevple on 
the ill-fated train, and only about 
two dozen survivors have been ac- 
counted for. With the breaking of 
the day the full horror of the scene, 
which was concealed to a great de- 
gree by the mantle of night, became 
apparent. Wreckazve is visible in all 
directions, dead bodies being visible 
here and there in the piles of debris 
from the cars, driftwood and mud. 
Many of the bodies were carried down 
the creek by the wall of water which 
carried several coaches nearly four 
miles away from the point where they 
went through the bridge. Among 
the missing are: Engineer N. H. S. 
Hinman, Conductor James H. Smith, 
Denver; Messenger S. Reeves, Den- 
ver, and probably from 75 to 90 pas- 
senvers. The Pullman crew of six 
men and fireman were resoued.

Ottawa Correspondence : 
Prchibition of Improper Advertisements 
Yesterday was occupied in the con- 
sideration of government bills. The 


ameniment to the Post Office Act 
makes it unlawiul to transmit 
through the mails, books, magazines, 
circulars, periodicals or other publica- 
tions containing advertisements re- 
presenting marvelous, extravagant, or 
grossly improbable cares or curative 
or healing powers by means of medi- 
eal appliances or devices. This 
amendment was met by considerable 
ridicule and opposition from Mr. F. 
W. McLean of the Toronto World, 
and Colonel Hughes, but as such ad- 
vertisements are recognized to be a 
great and growing evil no general ob- 
jection was made to the somewhat 
drastic provisions of the bill. When, 
however, the third reading of the bill 
vas moved by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, Mr. McLean objected to its tak- 
ing place then, and as the final read- 
ing could only take place on the same 
day as the bili has passed through 
committee if no objections are made, 
it stood over -intil today. , 
Binder Twine Dealers Responsible for Marking 
The provisions of the Inspection 
Act, relating to binder twine, were 
amended by making the dealer liable 
under the law if the twine he sold 
was improperly stamped; that is to 
gay, not stating correctly the length 
of twine in the ball. This was ob- 
jected to by Mr. Gilmour and Messrs. 
Henderson, Thompson and Sprcule 
mace an atiack upon the government 
jn regard to penetentiary twine, which 
sounded like the fag end of the cam- 
paign of 1900.

The irreconcilables, Messrs. Hughes, 
Sproule, McLean and Gourley, wers 
determined that what they lacked m 
argument they would make up in 
gound, and so devoted the greater 
part of the day to spread eagle 
speeches whieh did not touch in any 
decree or at any point the question of 
efficiency of the militia or imperial 
defence as understeod to mean the 
armament und military equipment of 
Canada. It will be remembered that 
this was the accusation made by Lord 
Dundonald against the government. It 
is surely the accusation which is de- 
serving of most consideration, but in- 
stead of those who have been so in- 
dustriously exploiting Lord Dundon- 
ale ior partizan purposes upholding 
his views on this subject in their 
places in parliament, they occupied 
their time and attention entirely with 
discussion on the academic question 
as to the provisicas of the bifT regzrd- 
jmg services of the Canadian forces 
abroad in the wars of the Empire.

The Amended Bill 

The following is tha vrovision wich 
was made the basis of argument. It 
was moved by Sir Frederick Borden, 


who explained that the clause was 


practically copied from the English 
law: 

“Whenever the Governox -in-council 
places the militia or any part thereof 
on active service anywhere in Canada 
or beyond Canada for the defence 
thereof, if parliament be then sep- 
arated by adjournment or prorogation 
as will not expire within ten days, a 
proclamation shall be issued -for a 
meeting of parliament within fifteen 
daysand parliament shall accordiugly 
meet and sit from the’ day appointed 
by such proclamation and shail con- 
tinue to sit and act in like mai:ner as 
if it had stood adjourned or prorezued 
the same day.” ! 


This would surely seem to be good 
authority for the wording as well as 
for the principle contained, but it did 
not at all satisfy the imperiai en- 
thusiasm of Messrs. McLean, Hughes, 
Sproule and Gourley, who insisted 
that provision should »e made where- 
by the militia of Canada could be or- 
Gered to any part of the world in the 
service of the Empire without first 
securing the consent of parliament. 
The Minister pointed out that such 
was not the law in Great Britain or 
in any ot her dependencies, of which 
these gentlemen were no doubt fuily 
aware, as well as that neither them- 
selves nor their friends would serious- 
ly support such a proposition; but 
they hoped by the use of a great deal 
of intemperate language and by ac- 
eusation of disloyalty against tke 
government and its. supporters, to 
arouse prejudice in the minds of in- 
considerate people without themselves 
being committed or pledged to any- 
thirg. 

Col. Hughes to the Rescue 


Colonel Hughes offered an amend- 
ment which did not at all cover the 
arguments which he and his fellow- 
members were putting forward, but 


afterwards withdrew it. 
Prejudice Not Argument 


The whole discussion on the part 
of the opposition was strictly an at- 
tempt to mislead the public mind as 
to their own position as weil as that 
of the govern:nent. This was made 
perfectly ciear, although uninien- 
tionaliy, by the leader of the opposi- 
‘ion, who had been absent during the 
bombustic orations of the afternoon, 
but who, when he arrived jn the even- 
ing, took oscasion to say that there 
was no practical difference between 
the new law and the old one, but ke 
objected to the differénce in wording ; 
and in order to keep himself in line 
with the argumenis of bis followers, 


took the unique position that the 
adoption of the section of the Brit- 
ish law, word for word, was a step 
away from the Empire. The discus- 
sion was an effort to arouse preju- 
dice amongst the English spealing 


people of Canada avaipst the Liberal 
government because of the national- 
ity of its leader; depending on pre- 
judice where argument failed. They 
aid not hesitate to accuse all -who 
were ci the opposite party, and par- 
ticularly those who were of French 
orizin, of disloyaity to the Empire. 
Sharp Cross Firing 

Mr. Barker, of 
course of his remarks mentioned the 
member for Morntmagny, whor 
of sneering at the name 
of Pritish subject.

Foster’s Weather Forecast 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—My last 
bulletin gave forecasts of disturbarce 
to cross the continent 5 to 9, warm 
ware 4 to &, cool wave 7 to 11. Neri 
disturbance will reach Pacific coast 
about 10, cross west of Rockies by 
close of Li, great central valleys 12, 
eastern states 14, Cool wave will! 
eross west of Rockies about 13, great 
central valleys, 15, eastern states 17. 

This disturbance will bring some of 
fhe most severe and dangeroas 
storme of the summer on the contin-

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{ent, on the Pacific coast and on the 


Atlantic ocean, including the Gulf of 
Mexico. This disturbance will -be of 
unusual interest and importancé and 
therefore demands particular and pro- 
minent notice. 

Readers should particularly note 
that two entirely separate and unlike 
systems of storm disturbances have 


to do with out weather changes, One 


of these systems includes the dis- 
turbances that cross the continent 
from west to east, called the trans- 


continental dusturbances, the other is 
called the tropical storms. The for- 
mer includes highs and lows or warm 
waves and cool waves, the latter is of 
the hurricane type, does not include 
cool waves, and the storm moves in 
a reat circle which includes our 
southern and Atlantie states,” the 
Guli of Mexico and east of the Carib- 
bean sea. 

l expect both these systems to pro- 
duce great storms that will reach 
their zreatest force, or intensity, not 
far frum August 11. I will now try 
to losate the tropical storms which 
will be reported as hurricanes. 

The transcontinental sterma will 
reach the Pacific coast not far from 
August il, great central valleys 13, 
eastern states 15, and will be at their 
greatest intensity near August 11. 

I cannot too strongly urge my read- 
ers to closely watch the progress of 
storm developments during this dan- 
ger period. They can be observed 
through newspaper reports as the dis- 
turbaces move slowly eastward across 
the contineat, or by watching the 
weather bureau maps. Several storms 
usually occur 200 to 400 miles south- 
east of the transcontinental lows, 
while the gales occur inearer the cen- 
tre of the lows. 

The disturbances described above 
will occur in a period of low’ tem- 
perature, the warm wave being of 
shert duratien and the cool waves be- 
fore anc after will make ten:pera- 
tures average very low. The disturb- 
ances due in great central valleys Aug 
7, will increase in force as it moves 
eastward and will become a furious 
storm in the Atlantic and lewer lake 
states about Aug. 10. From Auy. 7 
te 14 among the greatest weather 
events of 1904 will oceur all around 
the earth and in many parts of the 
world. Watch the reports. fer that 
week and note the evidences tending 
to preve the truth of planetary met- 
eorolozy. Note also that this pre- 
dicted period of very great storm oo- 
ears in eae of the most quiet months 
of the year at a time when exceed- 
iugiy sluggish, dull, unimportant 
weather agually prevails.

There was no fault to find 
with their shooting from the new po- 
sition, from which they concentrated 
their shell and rifle fire on the Rus- 
sians, compelling the latter to fall 
back 150 yards to better cover.
